REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches a dyestuff compound of the formula 
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wherein Ri, R 2 , R 3 and R4 independently from each other is H, S0 3 H, S0 2 R, S0 2 NR'R", 
COOR, COOH, OH, alkyi, aryl, alkoxy, NCOCH 3 or NR'R" or two neighboring 
substituents R 1f R 2 , R3 and R4form together a ring annealed to the benzothiazole 
moiety and is unsubstituted or substituted by SO3H and wherein at least two of the 
substituents R1, R 2 , R3 or R4are H; R 5 , R 6 , R7» Rs and R9 independently from each other 
is H, alkyl, aryl, alkoxy, S0 3 H, S0 2 R, NR'R", or two neighboring substituents R 5 , R 6 , R7, 
R 8 and R 9 form together a ring annealed to the phenyl moiety and is unsubstituted or 
substituted by S0 3 H and wherein at least two of the substituents R 5 , R6, R7, Rs or R 9 
are H; R is H, alkyl or aryl group, substituted or unsubstituted; R' and R" are 
independently from each other H, alkyl or alkoxy or aryl groups, substituted or 
unsubstituted with the proviso that at least one of the substituents R 5 , R6, R7, Rs or R 9 is 
different from H and the compound is substituted by at least one solubilizing group 
which is located in the coupling component and an ink jet printing ink or printing paste 
containing the above dyestuff. The closest prior art of record is US Patent No. 
4,981,837, issued to Tanaka et al. and DE 3433957. Tanaka et al. teach a similar 
monoazo dyestuff containing a benzothiazole ring and a pyrazole ring but fail to teach or 
fairly suggest the monoazo dye contains at least one solubilizing group as claimed by 
applicants. DE 3433957 teaches a similar monoazo dyestuff containing a benzothiazole 
ring and a pyrazole ring but fails to teach or fairly suggest a monoazo dye that contains 
a benzothiazole ring that is not substituted with a halogen atom as claimed by 
applicants. Accordingly, this application is allowable.
